ish association An attempt was mads 
o reconstruct Ihe anatomy of fairies 
md to f how that these lively, delight- 
ful and beautiful' beings are not Ihe 
creations of Ihe Imagination of cen- 
.urles of story telleri) but were once 
a real race of people. Tlie true key 
of the Idea Is found In the fact that 
although fairy women arc generally 
represented as lovely, some of the 
tribes of men fairies are described 
as ugly, nnd fnlry children when left 
as changelings are invariably pictured 
as repulsive urchins of a sallow com- 
plexion and most deformed about the 
feet nnd legs.

Syrian records 7,000 or 8,000 years old 
give accounts of these monopolistic 
transactions. 


In the days of the Romans monopoly 


was a recognized Institution. The no- 
man government furmcd ont 
taxes; 


the tax farmer placed embargoes on 
the food supplies of the provinces to 
make up arrears In taxes. 


In the Middle Ages the trade guilds 


controlled the output of certain arts 
and Industries, and also the means of 
distribution. This'form of monopoly,

It was usually lo the 
producer's advantage to ohlaln a gen- 
erous "fill" on his stock before turn- 
ing It over to the country.drover. 


The co-operative system of shipping 


live stock, however, practically elim- 
inates the Incentive lo excessive home 
or shipping point fills. 
Stock that 


Is fed heavily Just before loading Is 
not onlv quite likely to sicken and 
sometimes die while In transit, but 
seldom takes a good fill when It ar- 
rives at market. Furthermore, where 
co-operative shipments are graded -at 
the shipping point the man whose 
stock has been given a heavy fill re- 
ceives more than his Just 'proportion 
of the net returns. 
Home grading of 


co-operative shipments Is, In most in- 
stances, highly desirable, but It can 
be successful only where the Individ- 
ual members "play fair" with each 
other or, In other words, where they 
really co-operaie.
